Say ing they “ u nderstand” Isra­ 
el’s relu ctance to withdraw- from

from the Su ez Canal.

In returning home 
he served as guide for the first 
large wagon caravan of people to 
cross the country overland to Ore­ 
gon. 
“ With the advent of these new 


immigrants, the Indian* 
became 
sullen and suspicious. It must be 
remembered that they had been 
pushed all the way to the Pacific 
Ocean, and as they

oyer it, they could not help won­ 
dering where they could go next. 
Being in this state of mind, and 
having been taken advantage of 
by a great many of the new im­ 
migrants, they arose in arms and 
killed, maimed and took prisoners 
amongest the missions.

at 72,8 feet as cold weather and 
snow seemed likely to bring an 
early crest. 
Then came more rain and on 
Sunday the river stage surged up­ 
ward again 
A million and a half 
dollar fire broke out in the hcav- 
ly industrial and 
flooded Camp 
Washington area. Street car serv­ 
ice was suspended. 
Water serv­ 
ice was cut off except for two 
wmrth of damage and left thou- two-hour periods a day and resi- 
sands homeless. Loss of life was 
heavy but, oddly, there were only 
eight deaths rn Cincinnati. 
State national guard units, the

agencies poured men and supplies 
into the flood-stricken area in a 
desperate effort to alleviate the 
suffering.
